Next Mr. Roosevelt ordered ( ongress to give him control 
of the money, with the result that Mr. Roosevelt bought, at an 
exorbitant price, gold the country did not need and has dis 
turhed business by muddling money conditions. 
If we had had in Congress such men as I lenry Clay. 
Daniel Webster and Patrick I lenry when Mr. Roosevelt asked 
to be given control of our money, they would have said the 
management of our money is of so vast importance that it 
should not be given to any man no matter how great his titian 
cial ability of which you have none. 
I his is a great manufacturing country and Mr. Roosevelt 
felt that he could advance hts move to be a dic tator if he got 
control of the industries, so he sent out Ll is henchmen to “crack 
down 
on the heads of men who managed the manufacturing 
plants. I liis is the cause of the unparalleled industrial disturb 
ances that are now cursing our country. 
Mr. Roosevelt has called a special session of Congress t( 
meet November 13th, 1937, which will be only a few days 
before the regular session of Congress, 
ibis will waste two 
million dollars of the people s money. No matter what Mr. 
Roosevelt may say is the reason for calling this special session, 
the real reason is Tie hopes in this brief special session to cow 
Congress into making him more of a dictator than they have 
already made him.

A few days later the man asked this

25' V , but instead of reducing it he has added to the cost of 
government to an appalling degree.

When Mr. Roosevelt went to the White I louse, business 
was on the upward move and hopefulness was everywhere
